IN PERSPECTIVE

It is a welco me relief to see so meo ne o ther than City 
Planning Directo r Do u glas Bro gden talking abo u t the limita­ 
tio ns o n gro wth in the city o f Linco ln. Do ing the talking 
in a sto ry y esterday mo rning was Pu blic Utilities Directo r 
Lee Blo cker. 
The relief stems, no t fro m any disdain fo r Bro gden, 
bu t fro m the fact that Blo cker’s analy sis o f things lends 
a new dimensio n to an impo rtant su bject. In the past, 
to o many peo ple hav e been inclined to blame their fru stra­ 
tio ns o n iv o rv to wer planning and u nrealistic zo ning. 
It has g o tten to the po int where “ zo ning ” and "planning ” 
are almo st dirty wo rds and the lo g ical po int o f co ncentratio n 
fo r such feeling is Bro g den, since he is the planning directo r. 
But what Bro g den do es cuts acro ss all o f city g o v ernment. 


What Blo cker said might hav e been said in abo u t the 
same wav bv the chief o f po lice, the su perintendent o f 
scho o ls, the water and light departments, the street depart­ 
ment and o thers. 
Blo cker talked abo u t the limitatio ns to gro wth o ccasio ned 
by the lack o f adequ ate sanitary sewers. He singled o u t 
three areas o u tside the city limits where sewer serv ice 
co u ld still be pro v ided at relativ ely lo w co st and six su ch 
areas where su ch serv ice is no t eco no mically feasible. 
The city , he no ted, can take care o f all serv ice demands 
within cu rrently ex isting city limits. Thu s, the final impact 
o f the situ atio n is that Linco ln is in a po sitio n where it 
m u st sharply cu rtail its residential ex panso n in terms o f 
geo graphy .

In so me respects, that is no t g reat lo ss but it all depends 
upo n ho w y o u lo o k at thing s and what y o ur o wn perso na! 
situatio n mig ht be. There are adequate numbers o f building 
lo ts av aUable within the sanitary sewer serv ice area but 
that is, no t the entire questio n. 


So me o f the area 
o u tside the city limits that 
co u ld 
be serv iced is no t prime residential area by a lo ng-sho t. 
Additio nally , there is the m atter o f eco no mics. 
Tlie cu rtailment o f ex pansio n pu shes u pwards the price 
o f 
ex isting lo ts. It is no thing to day to pay $6.000 
fo r a 
lo t and many o f them will go u p to $10,000 and 
ev en 
mo re. To o , where y o u want to liv e is a matter o f majo r 
impo rtance to many peo ple. 
That means that lo ts in so me o f the mo st po pu lar areas 
o f the city that can be serv ed with all necessary u tilities 
will hav e an inflated v alu e. Thu s, the pro spectiv e new ho me 
bu y er o f to day co u ld find the av ailability o f a lo t at a 
price he can affo rd as the m ajo r o bstacle to his co nstru ctio n 
plans. 
Add to this situatio n the tig ht mo ney co nditio ns o f to day 
and hig h interest rates and the future do esn’t seem to o brig ht 
fo r tbL* ho me-building industry in Linco ln rig ht at the mo - 
nieni. All these restrictiv e features wo uld seem to po int 
to co nstructio n delay s which, in turn, wo uld impro v e the 
eco no mics o f thing s, but it do esn’t happen ex actly this way . 


There may ev entu ally be a slo w’ mo v e to lo wer lo t 
prices and lo wer interest rates as new ho me co nstru ctio n 
falls o ff bu t it is a slo w pro cess and o ften fails to co me 
a t all, sho rt o f an o v erall recessio n. In the case o f the 
latter, mu ch o f llie same thing happens o nly in rev erse. 
Thu s, what Blo cker is talking abo u t is bo th a matter 
o f eco no mics and go v ernmental po licy . It is, as well, a 
m atter o f so cial co nsequ ence — w’here and ho w peo ple 
liv e 
We can’t fault Blo cker fo r his po sitio n, no r o ther public 
o fficals who wo uld lo o k at thing s in the same lig ht. They 
hav e to pro v ide public serv ices and face a sho rtag e o f 
funds with which to g et the jo b do ne. 
. 
Bu t intelligent city leadership wo u ld go bey o nd this 
po int into the to tal ramificatio ns o f the situ atio n. It w’o u id 
do its planning o n mu ch mo re than a pu blic serv ice basis.

the repo rted “ sick call” mo v ement amo ng 
psy chiatric technicians at the Linco ln State 
Ho spital. In an effo rt to dramatize their

Starting salary fo r su ch technicians 
no w is $267 per mo nth and $293 per mo nth 
in the max imu m secu rity u nit.
